| Anarchy reigned tn Peking. 

All foreigners knew of atid some had 
passed through the dreadful tragedy 
of tbe Boxer uprising about ten years 
before, Then for months the embas- 
sles, protected.by.the few troops on 
band at the time the uprising com- 
menced, waited for the allied Ruropean, 
armies to come from Tientsin to their 
yelief. Day after day, week after 
week passed, while the Chinese were 
drawing the line ever closer about the 
embassies, and those belonging to the 
legations were expecting -that the 
bloodthirsty Mongolians would break 
down the barricades and murder them. 

it looked now as if this former ex- 
perienve wete to be repeated. Never- ° 
theless some provision against such a
